Then our grain 
wan put in mid taken oil' in tile primitive 
manner, mostly by implements of our own 
manufacture. Raw lode taking the place 
of iron, our hay was gathered by wooden 
forks taken from the willow brush, our 
grain threshed with the tlail or trodden 
out by horses, and transported by row 
bontH 150 miles to find a market. Now 
we have schools, mills, public hall, places 
of worship, and the most advanced agri- 
cultural machinery, including steam 
threshing. Hut we can't stop; this is an 
age of progress, the millions in the dense- 
ly populated parts of this world must be 
fed cheaply. Civilization marches on, 
and extends ils iron arm across this vast? 
continent from ocean to ocean, and the 
C. P. railway is an accomplished fact. 
ThiB railway is ii"t built for a sectional 
benefit, it is a vast national highway com- 

I petinx with othera ami fighting for suc- 
cess. If there be any part of this 

I province capable • if acting as a feeder 
to it, thai pari of the country 
will be henolited, otherwise stagna- 
tion is its doom. The producer and con- 
sumer must be brought together by the 
iron road. The good old days when high 

prices ruled have g ; by forever, much 

us we may regret them. Wo must accept 
the inevitable, for the iron link is riveted 
which Kinds us In the elder and struggling 
communities. The C. I*. K. is for the 
bene tit nf tho Dominion it large, and will 
be anything but a benelil to t hose port ions 
nf tho country which cannot act as feeders 
to it. TheShuflwapifc t >kanagan railway will 
..pen up I he country so well calculated to 
be a valuable feeder, and afford a scope 
[or agricull mill and innuufacl uring enter- 
prises and commercial undertakings, far 
beyond what is possible with inferior 
means of transport. I need not point 
out to you whit! railway lines have done 
in all parts of the world. Tins proposed 
line, by bringing consumers and produ- 
cers together, will help to kill that sec- 
tional fouling which is Branding in the 
way of progress, and like a canker is eat- 
ing into and destroying our province. We 
will be able to ship to the coast and Van- 
couver island (rich in umber, coal, miner- 
al, and fisheries), many articles of con- 
sumption now furnished by foreigners, 
thus circulating millions "f dollars which 
are going on! of the country. Gold taken 
oul nf the bowels of the earth may create 
good times, bin the moment it ceases to 
ho produced everything vanishes like the 
vision of a dream, as thu crumbling walls 
of deserted mining towns tin 
vast continent can testify. Il is not so 
with agricultural pursuits; every settler 
on the soil marks I hereon the sacred 
nt.ainp of home that home, if not 
for himself, for someone in the 
future. It may be but a poor 
log cabin in the present, bill who 
can say what it will develop into in the 
future.

THE CONSERVATIVE PARTY. 

To THE Editor: — 1 have been greatly 
pleased to notice the generous support 
your journal is giving to the true friends 
of this province— the conservative party — 
on the eve of the forthcoming general 
election, and perhaps you will allow me to 
add a few words to those you have already 
expressed, in us brief a sketch as possible 
of our position from the date of confeder- 
ation to the present time. 

The federation of the crown colony of 
British Columbia with the older provinces 
of Canada, consummated in LS71 on favor- 
able conditions under the conservative 
government of Sir John A. Macdonald, 
marked an era of great importance in its 
history— emerging from the new alliance 
with the free constitution of responsible 
government. The stagnation prevailing 
at that time gradually gave place tea bet- 
ter condition of things. Tho future pros- 
pects of the count ry restored confidence in 
its progress; trade improved, real estate 
commanded higher prices, the surveys for 
the Pacific railway were promptly com- 
menced, tho expenditure 'on which at so 
opportune a time was of so much value to 
I our people. 

j The government, unfortunately for this 
j province, fell in IKT.'I, chiefly through 
its endeavor to koop faith with us in 
organizing a company for the construction 
of the Pacific railway. In tho autumn of 
the same year the liberal government 
took office, which it held for five years, 
during which, great depression ruled 
throughout the whole of Canada, and 
British Columbia was seething with in- 
dignation, and discontent, on account of 
the unwarrantable delays in commencing 
the railway. Recourse was had to every 
reasonable means to induce the govern- 
ment to fulfill its obligation- in fact, the 
whole period of the liberal administra- 
tion is strewn with let ters, petitions, and 
memorials to the imperial and Dominion 
governments, praying that justice might 
be done the province, but all were of no 
avail. The liberal party rode into power 
on the cry of purity and economy — how 
it kept to those maxims is too well known 
for mo to dwell on here. Large sums of 
money were borrowed— notably in 187-1 
power was taken by act of parliament to 
raise £8,000,000 (forty millions of dollars) 
the preamble to the borrowing act setting 
forth the necessity of the loan, on account of 
the arrangement made with British Colum- 
bia- but not onedollarof thatlarge amount 
was spent here, beyond that on surveys 
and in the purchase of some stool rails. 
It, very soon becomes evident, that this 
liberal govemmentdid not meet tho expec- 
tation of the people who placed them in 
power. 1 1 failed to conduct the business 
of the country in a manner conducive to 
confidence and progress, and it signally 
failed to grasp the idea of the importance 
of constructing the Pacific railway from 
ocean to ocean within a reasonable time, 
and at the general election in LS78 that 
party was completely routed and scattered 
to the winds. It was succeeded by tho 
conservative government, of Sir John A. 
Macdonald, which immediately on taking 
ollico turned its attention to the fulfilment 
of the obligation to British Columbia, 
entering at the earliest day possible into 
a contract with A. Onderdonk, for tho 
western portion of the railway, and with 
the C. P. R. syndicate for tho construe 
tion of tho through line from Callandar, 
near Ottawa, to Savona's Ferry. The 
acts of parliament necessary to give offect 
to these contracts wore opposed to tho 
bitter end by the liberal party in tho 
house of commons, but thanks to the con- 
servativegovernment and its loyal support- 
ers the Pacific railway is an accomplished 
fact, and will continue to be an enduring 
monument to the government which had 
the courage to initiate, subsidize, and 
carry to a successful completion that stu- 
penduous undertaking and great, national 
highway. 

It is true that this courageous govern- 
ment had to hoi row largely and add to 
the debt of t he count ry, but it is equally 
true that its progressive policy line added 
tenfold to the wealth and prosperity of 
the whole Dominion, The construction 
of this great railway, the enlarging and 
deepening of our canals, the building of 
dry docks, and the iinpronement of rivers 
and harbors, were all carried on simul- 
taneously. Yet, with all this extraordin- 
ary expenditure over the normal expendi- 
ture, increased 111 a very slight degree the 
annual taxat ion of the people. The Dom- 
inion taxation under the present system 
is about g7.50 per head, .and by compari- 
son only can we judge whether this is 
heavy or light, so that i will give the tax- 
ation of other countries to aid public 
■ ipinion :

A RUINED COUNTRY. 

The assertions so frequently and ho cent 
fidontly made by discontented Nova 
Scotians that confederation had ruined 
their country are contradicted very uitt- 
phtttically, tuul are, in fact, shown to be 
wholly untrue by a pamphlet issued so 
Late as Juno, 1886, by the repeal govern- 
ment of that province. Its title is, "In- 
formation for Intending Emigrants to the 
Province of Nova Scotia." This book was 
published for circulation in Great Britain 
by the secession government of Nova 
fcitotia in order to induce farmers and 
capitalists to come and settle in their 
ruined country. Among other passages it 
contains tho following: 

"The totnl value of the fisheries of tlii:, prov- 
ince for the year 1882 was seven millions one 
hundred and thirty-four thousand four hundred 
and eighteen dollars." It goes on to say: 

"The coal trade is steadily Increasing, and last 
year one million three hundred and eighty-nine 
thousand two hundred and ninety-tlvo tons 
wore raised, while only about one-half of that 
amount was produced ten years ugo. 

"Any practical farmer, with a small capital, 
may at once possess a good and comfortable 
honie. and by energy, Industry and enterprise 
may make for himself u fortune and position In 
Nova Scotia in a few years such as he could not 
obtain in a life time in Great Britain." "Labor- 
ers gel. very woll paid in Nova Scotia." "Out- 
door servants who hoard themselves can live, 
perhaps, cheaper than they can In England.' 
•'Industrious men do well and rapidly acquire 
property," "Nova Scotia owns more shipping 
in proportion to the population than any other 
country, and our vosselsdo a large proportion 
of the carrying trade of tho world." "'Our laws 
are liberal and not discriminative." "For a 
man of energy and industry, combined with a 
small amount of money capital, no other pari 
of America oilers tin' same inducement* or pre- 
sents the same advantages." "In short, Indus- 
try inany business will in Nova Scotia meet 
with a sure reward. rbe emigrant would 
lind relief from that strain of 'landlordism,' of 
which ho has an overdose already. He would 
And himself in the midst of a population as in 
teUlgent as that of England, with everywhere 
an abundance of church and school accommo- 
dation. Moreover he would find himself a citi- 
zen of a very decidedly rising country, and a 
healtey and a pleasant count ry to live in." 

The secession government's pamphlet 
supports this true and glowing statement 
of Nova Scotia's condition and progress 
by statistics taken from tho census of tho 
province. Among the figures to be found 
in it is the following comparative state- 
ment:

MUNICIPAL COUNCIL. 

The regular weekly mooting of city 
council was held last evening. 

Present were his worship Mayor Foil 
in the chair, and a full board. 

THE MAYOR'S Sl'EEUH. 
His worship said before proceeding to 
business he desired to make a few remarks 
on the past, present and future. Ho 
found on looking over the work of last 
year that many of the suggestions made 
by him when he took otiice had been car- 
ried out, while in other cases the council 
had not hud the means to do so. The 
tinanccsof the city were at present in a sat- 
isfactory condition, and after satisfying the 
contracts now in hand there would be a 
considerable sum for general improve- 
ment. He would suggest that the coun- 
cil during the coming year go slow. As 
to sanitary matters he believed by observ- 
ing certain well known laws that the 
present condition of things could bo 
greatly improved. The lire department 
was in an eliicieut condition, and with an 
increased water supply the department 
would he in a position to copo with any 
lire which might occur. He would suggest 
that a proper set of hooks, which could 
be audited at the end of each year with 
the general accounts, be kept in connec- 
tion with the department. Many 111 the 
city were desirous of establishing a mar- 
ket., and as property was continually going 
up it would 1 10 advisable to consider now 
the advisability of purchasing a site 
for that purpose. In the matter of 
a hack stand he thought the cum 
lllittee had acted very wisely in 
endeavoring to obtain a knowledge 
of what would meet with the approval of 
all parlies concerned. The step taken 
would bring about a satisfactory solution 
! of the question. The improvement of the 
i parks had always been something of a 
' hobby of his, and severnl desirable steps 
in be taken were enumerated by him, 
The electric light was a very expensive 
arrangement, bill he was glad to say the 
city was well lighted. The person m 
charge, however, seemed to go by the al- 
manac instead ol the weather and shut oil' 
the light too early 111 the morning. The 
si reels w ere 111 better condition than they 
had ever been before and the only fault 
that ho had with (iovernment ami other 
principal streets was that they were 
loo narrow 1'ho water works would 
not require any expenditure during 
this year and when the proposed 
scheme was completed we would have as 
good a sy stem as was to be found on the 
continent. No city of any importance 
was without a library; as the books of the 
Mechanics' Institute, which cost about 
$4,000, could lie obtained for an insig- 
nilicanl sum, he would suggest that the 
ratepayers be again asked for a small sum 
to support a free library. He congratu- 
lated the councillors on their election and 
believed the conduct of the city's business 
was safe 111 then hands. His worship at 
the conclusion was loudly applauded.
